M a y 6 th, 1834.— W e have been over­ 
whelmed with dust for a fortnight, hut the windows 
o f Heaven were opem-d yesterday ; tind there was 
more spouting than even in the case of the late Nan­ 
tucket memorial. 
W e had a stortii yesterday and last 
night, “ most extensive, outrageous and perpendicular 
80 that they liad to adjourn the first iMoiiday of May, (a 
great day here) over till to-day— and a finer day I have 
rarely experienced.
